SEIZING THE COUNTRY. 
"The Americans it is, true, were in 
sufficient force any time within the first 
six months to make successful any 
movement on their part towards the 
seizure of the colonics, which the fears 
of the authorities may have suggested as 
possible; but Ihey entered the country 
With no marauding propensities: and 
furthermore, setting aside their indis- 
position to disturb the peaceful and 
friendly relations subsisting between 
their own country and Great Britain, the 
two colonics of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia really offered no in- 
ducements sufficient to render them 
worthy of even a temporary struggle. 
It is true that, in all probability, both 
will eventually cease to be under Euro- 
pean control. Their ultimate accession 
to the American possessions on the Pa- 
cific coast, is scarcely problematical — 
but in the meantime their inirinsic value, 
either of locality, soil, climate or pro- 
ductions, does not warrant any effort 
on ihe pari of the American govern- 
ment or Ihc American people towards 
heir immediate acquisition." 

We are extremely happy to learn that 
there is no danger of an "immediate ac- 
quisition" of these colonies by Yankec- 
|dom. Our impression bad been that 
we would have to annex a large number 
of the Stales to keep them from spoiling. 
sour grapes. 
"As national possessions these colonies 
are to us but of little value. As I have 
already stated. Vancouver Island — two 
hundred and seventy miles long and forty 
miles broad — contains, as far as I could 
learn, not more than twenty or twenty- 
live miles of open laud, and that not ol* 
the first quality."

Loud ami numerous eornplaints arc 
doily being made in consequence ol the 
dilatoriness of the governments of Brit- 
is]] Columbia and VancouAcr's Island not 
taking measures to settle up our Farming 
lands. These complaints arc well foun- 
ded, and are among the besl evidences 
of the incompetency of the present ad- 
ministration to govern the country prop- 
erly. Here (he whole force of the gov- 
ernment is directed to build up Victoria, 
at the expense of this whole colony. 
Funds which belong to this town in com- 
mon with the rcsl of the country arc 
wholly devoted to the selfish purposes 
of those in power — to improve their 
town lots — and not a dime is disbursed, 
nor any well-digested effort made, to in- 
duce agriculturists to settle on the rich 
lands in the interior. The price of lands 
is set at the exorbitant figure of five 
dollars an acre— which even at that rate 
would have been taken by actual settlers 
had they had a chance ; but the cursed 
policy of government making no differ 
ence between drones with a few thous- 
and dollars, and the hardy and industri- 
ous producer, has left our hack country 
a wilderness, and this town without its 
natural support. Instead of giving a 
preference to farmers, speculators hu\u 
been allowed to purchase the rich vallies 
of Saanitch and Cowitchin, and are now 
holding them under a promissory title 
at extravagant prices, thereby blasting 
the prosperity of the country. This 
order of things must be changed, and a 
new system inaugurated ; and the official 
moths who carry this country in then' 
breeches pocket, must be taught that 
public servants should devote themselves 
to the prosperity of the country and nut 
be inveterate schemers. 

Experience in settling new countries 
demonstrates beyond controversy that 
cheap lands to actual settlers is the best 
mode to fill the country with poulation. 
This should be our policy. The unsur- 
veyed public domain should be thrown 
open to settlement to every body with- 
out distinction of race or nationality. A 
preference in all surveyed lands should 
be given to the farmer over the specula- 
tor, allowing him a reasonable time to 
locate. The balance then should be sold 
at auction. We have the best authority 
for saying that if inducements of this 
character were held out, thousands would 
be attracted here from Canada and the 
lower provinces, but as our wretched 
system now works, those who are here 
run get no lands, evcopl they waii for 
the snail like movements of tlie mongrel 
incubus that selfishly paralyzes our pro- 
gress. 

In British Columbia land cannot be 
bad at any price. They are actually 
worse off than ourselves. True a verbal 
sufferance or doubtful consent is given 
to cultivate the unsurveyed lauds; but 
this affords no substantial guarantee, to 
the producer to make a home on the soil. 
He wants certainty : be does not want to 
sow and let others reap the benefit of 
his labor. The consequences of such a 
lamentable and suicidal policy is the non- 
Betllemcnt of the country, and a contin- 
ual drain on our gold to buy what we 
should raise ourselves. 



Haidaii INDIANS. — About 80 canoes 
containing nearly 1000 Indians arrived 
on Thursday, from (burn Charlotte's 
Island. They have pitched their lodges 
at the north end of the town. They 
have brought several very line speci- 
mens of gold-bearing quartz, and some 
line gold. We are, not informed as to 
what part of the Island they obtained 
I heir gold from. They have also speci- 
mens of iron ore. 



LATEST I'liOM FRASER RIVER. 

Steamer Beaver, Capt. Lewis, arrived 
yesterday morning from Qucenborougb, 
bringing down twelve passengers, and 
from :> to 10,000 dollars in dust. 

.Mr. Michael O'Brien, a miner who has 
been in the Canoe country since last 
summer, and who has come directly 
down in consequence id' an attack of 
scurvy, gives an extremely favorable ac- 
count of the mines there. He made 
5000 dollars, Hie results of his own la- 
bor, nnning about 83 miles above the 
Fouutoin. Large numbers id' miners 
were arriving there from below. Provis- 
ions were plenty at Big Bar, about sixty 
miles above the Fountain. Flour 880; 
Macon and Beans $1 and 31,23. There 
are good diggings on the Bar for 800 to 
1000 miners, and plenty more in other 
places. 

Another passenger from the Lillouette 
country, says the miners are all content- 
ed with their earnings, and have full con- 
fidence in the diggings. He intends to 
return at once to start a ranch. There 
is i?o snow in the trail except, about six 
miles.

Donald's Express and Freight Boat left 
Fort l.angley at l_ A. M., on Saturday 
lust ; arrived at Port Douglas at noon. 
.Monday; discharged freight and return- 
ed to Langley at 7 P. M. on Wednesday, 
after slopping one day ;it Port Douglas, 
bringing to Langley Judge Begbie and 
suite. Tin! distance up is 83 miles.

I clearing is also going on well; we have 
two wharves, and about fifteen houses 
already built, including two restaurants, 
a barber-shop, grocer, two bakers, etc. 
etc. It is very necessary to get the lots 
curly into market, as the present parties 
only vest on sufferance. A good deal of 
contraband is going up the river; two 
large seizures have lately been made, and 
we wait with impatience to have the Cap- 
ital declared a port of entry, and all 
goods going up the river to be discharg- 
ed here. A report exists that a parly in 
Victoria hold a monopoly of the spirit 
trade, and are sending up spirits at to 
per cent. duly, when others have to pay 
per gallon; if this is not true, it ought 
to he contradicted. I have been up 
to Langley. They have barely a place 
there to build twenty houses but no 
more. If a town of delivery is requisite 
below Fort Hope it will be belter to go 
higher up the river. Any one. who 
thinks favorably of that place ought to 
go over the ground. If the barracks re- 
main there longer, it will he requisite to 
have an hospital alongside. I caught 
marsh fever for only one night's sleeping 
there. Judge Begbie has returned from 
the Canoe country. He reports very 
favorably. All are doing well, lint roads 
are wanted, and people have to go on 
half rations and pay enormous prices for 
the necessaries of life. It is reported a 
good trail can be made for wagon's from 
Fort Hope, along the river Coquahalla 
to Manson mountain, and from thence to 
the Forks. Parlies havcmiido the jour- 
ney in its present slate in three days, 
and a petition has been sent down to our 
Lieut. Governor lo have it surveyed. 
Eventually we shall have a trail or road 
from the head of Pill river to Bridge 
river, and it is by this route the railroad 
will come down : but in the meantime, 
we want a good road by which miners 



can get up provisions cheap, and there- 
fore we must make the best use of 
the means in our power. We want 
steamers out from England, to run be- 
tween here and San Francisco, and here 
and Victoria, and two or three companies 
forming to run river boats on the river. 
It cost; 5 00 dollars per Ion to take goods 
from here lo Fort Yale.

Editor British Colonist : — As a 
natural consequence of Hie recent move- 
ment made by Bankers and others in 
San Francisco towards the expulsion of 
dcprecialcd Foreign silver coin, Victo- 
ria is threatened again by inundation 
this summer, not indeed, by "thousands 
of brigands," (God SAVE THE MARK I j but 
by thousands of spurious and deprecia- 
ted South and Central American dollars, 
mid Bombay and Calcutta rupees. 

Any person fortunate enough to be, 
the possessor of a sovereign, or an eagle, 
and who has occasion to have it changed 
in any of the shops, restaurants or bar- 
rooms in town, will find that one-half 
or more of what he receives consists of 
the following described metal, the rela- 
tive value of w hich to American curren- 
cy in San Francisco is as follows : 

Bolivian dollars and half-dollars 70 
and 33 cents. Other South and Central 
American dollars and half-dollars the 
same. Rupees 40 cents each. 

In asserting lhat at leas', one-half of 
the silver currency comprise the above 
named coins, I do not do so at random, 
and for the proof, refer every man lo his 
own pocket. Gradual accessions to 
their amount have been taking place by 
the arrival of every steamer, and now 
that the declared value as above, is clear- 
ly understood in San Francisco, and 
the fact equally well known thai 50 
per cent, on the former and 20 on the 
latter can be made by shipping IImjih to 
this port; considering, also, the facility 
afforded by weekly steamer communica- 
tion, it is but reasonable, lo expect that 
the inducement of such a large premium, 
will cause remittances of depreciated 
silver specie to such an extent, so lhat, 
as in California in '54 and '33, when 
the country was deluged by importations 
from the continent of Europe, of French 
francs, and Russian drittels, which 
sought a market where the artificial na- 
ture of business had made them current 
at nearly double their mint value, until 
bankers and merchants at last refused lo 
take them altogether, and they fell in the 
hands of the brokers at two-thirds their 
real value, entailing a heavy loss upon 
retail traders, who are always the suffer- 
ers in such cases, all over the country. 

Here, where we have but few national 
coins — not any colonial — and no official 
value upon foreign coins, San Francisco 
.oust he the barometer, and regulate 
prices in Victoria, and as nine-tenths of 
the provisions and merchandise come 
from that port, for which remittances 
have to he made either in gold dust or in j 
com, at its current value in San Francis- 
co, not here, there is but one remedy, 
and the longer delayed, the more ex- [ 
pensive to the community it will become. 
Reduce them here to their par value in 
San Francisco, when they will soon find 
their level and no longer bear the dispro- 
portion they do at present to other coins 
in circulation. 

The growing requirements of the 
country demand a large amount of spe- 
cie, for the purpose of commerce, but 
\vc can ill afford to pay so high a pre- 
mium as we now do for depreciated coin. 
Let the Customs and Post Office lake the 
lead — either reject or place an official 
value upon them. Traders will then 
have, a guide lo go by, and future mon- 
etary derangement mitigated if not avoid- 
ed. Mercator.

POLICE REPORT. 

On Saturday 1 6th April, several par- 
lies wore brought before llic Police Court 
charged with enticing sailors of Her Ma- 
jesty's ship Tribune lo desert, and receiv- 
ing money from the sailors under pre- 
tense of landing tliein on the American 
side.

The Grand Jury was duly sworn, after 
considerable delay, they returned a bill 
against Kennedy for highway robbery, 
and much to the astonishment of the 
Court and others present who had h'ard 
the investigation, ignored the bill against 
parties accused of compounding the felo- 
ny in the same case.

This is one of those bungling 
modes by which incompetent officials ex- 
pect to carry out the laws of this Colony. 
In another case the bill was ignored 
against James Peterson and Coleman 
Ward, for want of the prosecuting wit- 
nesses. It was shown in Court that 
they bad been present at the day fixed 
for the regular Quarter Sessions. .No 
jury having been summoned the trial 
could not he proceeded with at that time. 
It maybe a question on whom the blame 
rests; it may be the Sheriff or it may lie 
the Crown. " Rut this fact is well known, 
that summonses were issued for the Su- 
preme Court during the absence of the 
Sheriff.

William II. Newby, a colored man, who 
was Assistant Secretary of Consul Dillon 
iit Hayti, and formerly one of the editors 
of the Mirror ofthe Times newspaper, 
in San Francisco, died on the 20tb of 
March in the latter city.— [Weekly Sac.
